CFR 10.40(c). The reason set forth in the request "The Assignee is revoking power of 
attorney", does not meet any of the conditions set forth in 37 CFR 10.40. 

It should be noted that the reason can not be accepted because there is no record of an assignee 
intervening in this application. If an assignee has intervened in this application, then compliance 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b) should be met. A proper statement under 37 CFR 3.73(b) must submitted 
in order to grant this request.
